Fall Treatment of Meadows 
The grass crop Is the most important inter­ 
est of agriculture. 
As represented by flgares 
in census reports ami estimates of crisis, its 
real value is far from boing properly apprecia­ 
ted. 
While the value of the hay cut and cat* 
Had into barns each year in th# United States 
amounts to over S-100,000,000, taking a price 
of $15 a ton only as the basts, a larger amount 
of grass than that Is consumed as pasturage. 
Thus tire value of our grass product would ex­ 
ceed that ol the corn crop or any other single 
product of agriculture. 
Gross, therefore, is 
••King.” Nevertheless, there is no crop so 
carelessly managed. 
A certain amount of 
care is taken to gather and protect tin' hay 
each year, bat as soon us that is saved Hie 
meadows arc neglected, as if their condition 
was an element not to be considered In Die 
calculations for a future supply. 
Thus when a 
more than usually hard Winter or a very dry 
Spring occurs, the grass crop falls short, aud 
Inconvenience and loss. if not distress, are the 
consequence. 
It is the boast of the dftbuslas 
tic farmer that lie may be indejiondent of Hie 
seasons. 
However near to, or distant from 
tho truth lie may be as to grain crops, lie is 
near the truth as to grass. 
This may be made 
as nearly a certain crop as we may call any 
sublunary tiling certain. 
Just now is a crll 
ical time with meadows, and where do we sec 
any especial pains taken to carry thorn ohm It 
J [ safely ? Certainly Iii hut few Instances; hut 
iii them, constant success shows that thecnre- 
fnl farmer may iii fact, so far as tins crop is 
concerned, feel little anxiety us to what weath­ 
er be may experience. 
Tim hay having been 
harvested, the plant, whether clover or gruss, 
is checked very seriously by the cutting. 
No 
time can he better chosen to kill a plant than 
to cut It when In full flower. 
Just at this time, 
too, the fervid heats of oar Summer's sun I tear 
I with injurious ell cot upon the wounded plants, 
and a large portion of them die out and disap- 
l>oar. 
We have no sod. 
A true sod, in which 
the plants grow so thickly that no Intervening 
space or soil is to lie seen, is a thing unknown 
with u ;. 
Even beneath tho clouded, weeping 
skies of Britain, tho production of such a soil 
is a m atter of time and the greatest care. 
An 
English proverb has it that it takes DOO years 
to make a sod. 
Ii Is a thing not Indigenous 
here, 
Tile course we take is destructive to all 
our holier of one. 
We cut the grass, and when 
iii spite of Urolith ami heat, a weak growth 
once more appears, we turn in our stock and 
pasture it to lie roots again. 
Then the frosts 
of winter come, by which it is torn out by the 
roots, aud |»eri*bca for want of protection.— 
The soil uncovered to fierce winds is denuded 
of every particle of dea l m atter that would 
rot mid fertilize a new growth, and when 
Spring comes again, tile sickly growth is pas­ 
tured until tho last moment, when it is allow­ 
ed tog row lo be mown once more. 
It Is sim­ 
ply marvelous that on half our farms a hay 
crop can lw gathered. 
T hat our average haj­ 
is at lea-t one ton per acre, is a standing proof 
that our soil is no*, impoverished. us we are 
made to believe, 
ll may be that our proverty 
is such that Ihi* -tate of things must continue. 
But lf “ lite destruction of the poor is their 
I loverly,- ii would seem that this condition 
should In' remedied as soon as possible. 
The 
evil D radical. 
It consist* in making the 
wrong crop our standard one, our “pivotal" 
crop. 
This should he grass, aud not corn, 
aud lo bring this about, we mast first learn 
how greatly we dejiend on our grass; tim 
without it, it D in vain we try to increase our 
Hocks and herd*, and preserve our fields in 
fruitfulness. 
Then we may take the simplest 
means to | ire.sei ve our meadows from deterior­ 
ation. 
When the crop is removed, we must 
protect them from the sun’s heal anti the 
drouth by a dressing of manure, or we must 
stimulate them into active growth by dressings 
of active fertilizers, so that they will soon be 
self-protecting. 
Then, if pastured at all. it 
uiu-i bo with judgment and moderation, and 
the Winter'* snows must fall upon a thick 
coat of faded grass which will shelter Ila* 
roots, and dying down, furnish food for a new 
growth. 
If we consider that the growth of 
root hears a proportion to the sizo of tin* plaut, 
we shall aim to keep a vigorous grow th aliove 
ground by which the root may draw what it 
needs from the abundant sources of tho a t­ 
mosphere. 
Iii short, wo must give much 
more consideration to Hie condition of our 
meadow* if we would keep up, not to ■‘peak 
of lucre ing, th*’ fertility of our farm-.

Fall Treatment of Meadows. 
The gras3 crop Is the most Important inter­ 
est of agriculture. A3 represented by figures 
in census reports and estimates of erráis, its 
real value is far from being properly apprecia­ 
ted. While the value of the hay cut and cat* 
ried into barns each year in the United States 
amounts to over $400,000,000, taking a price 
of $15 a ton only as the basis, a larger amount 
of grass than that is consumed as pasturage. 
Thus the value of our grass product would ex­ 
ceed that of the corn crop or any other single 
product of agriculture. Grass, therefore, is 
“King.” Nevertheless, there is no crop so 
carelessly managed. A certain amount of 
care is takeu to gather and protect the bay 
each year, but a3 soon as that is saved the 
meadows are neglected, as if their condition 
was an element not to be considered in the 
calculations for a future supply. Thus when a 
more than usually hard Winter or a very dry 
Spring occurs, the grass crop falls short, and 
inconvenience and loss, if not distress, are the 
consequence. It is the boast of the enthusias­ 
tic farmer that he may be independent of the 
seasons. However near to, or distant from, 
the truth lie may be as to grain crops, lie is 
near the truth as to grass. This maybe made 
as nearly a certain crop as we may call any 
sublunary thing certain. Just now is a crit­ 
ical time with meadows, and where do we see 
any especial pains taken to carry them over it 
safely? Certainly in but few instances; but 
in them, constant success shows that the care­ 
ful farmer may in fact, so far as this crop is 
concerned, feel little anxiety as to what weath­ 
er ho may experience. The hay having been 
harvested, the plant, whether clover or grass, 
is checked very seriously by the cutting. No 
time can be better chosen to kill a plant than 
to cut it when in full flower. Just at this time, 
too, the fervid heals of our Summer’s sun bear 
with injurious eflect upon the wounded plants, 
and a large portion of them die out and disap­ 
pear. We have no sod. A true sod, in which 
the plants grow so thickly that no intervening 
space or soil is to be seen, is a thing unknown 
with us. Even beneath the clouded, weeping 
skies of Britain, tho production of such a sod 
is a matter of time and the greatest care. An 
English proverb has it that it takes 300 years 
to make a sod. It is a tiling not indigenous 
here. Tire course we take is destructive to all 
our hopes of one. We cut the grass, and when 
in spite of drouth and heat, a weak growth 
once more appears, we turn in our stock and 
pasture it to the roots again. Then the frosts 
of winter come, by which it i? torn out by the 
roots, and perishes for want of protection.— 
The soil uncovered to tierce winds is denuded 
of every particle of dead matter that would 
rot and fertilize a new growth, and when 
Spring comes again, the sickly growth is pas­ 
tured until the last moment, when it is allow­ 
ed togrow to be mown once more. It is sim­ 
ply marvelous that on half our farms a hay 
crop can be gathered. That our average liay 
is at least one ton per acre, is a standing proof 
that our soil is not impoverished, as we are 
made to believe. It may be that our proverty 
is such that this -tale of things must continue. 
But if “the destruction of the poor is their 
poverty," it would seem that this condition 
houid lie remedied as soon as possible. The 
evil is radical. It consists in making the 
wrong crop our standard one, our “pivotal” 
crop. This should be grass, and not corn, 
and to bring this about, v.e must first learn 
how greatly we depend on our grass; tha 
without it, it is in vain we try to increase our 
Hocks aud herds, and preserve our fields "in 
fruitfulness. Then we may take the simplest 
means to preserve our meadows from deterior­ 
ation. When the crop is removed, we must 
protect them from the sun’s heat and the 
drouth by a dressing of manure, or wo must 
stimulate them into active growth by dressings 
of active fertilizers, so that they will soon be 
self-protecting. Then, if pastured at all, it 
must be with judgment and moderation, and 
the Winter’s snows must fall upon a thick 
coat of faded grass which will shelter the 
roots, and dying down, furnish food for a new 
growth. If we consider that tho growth of 
root boars a proportion to the size of tho plant, 
we shall aim to keep a vigorous growth above 
ground by which the root may draw what it 
needs from the abundant sources of the at­ 
mosphere. 
In short, we must give much 
more consideration to the condition of our 
meadows if we would keep up, not to -peak 
of increasing, the fertility of our farms.

They 
commenced by sending a servant round with 
a team io take Brown and his wife out to ride 
at about seven. Then they began to come 
with presents and materials for supper.

It is stated by Pliny to have been the work 
of sculptors from Rhodes, .and represents a 
father and two sons struggling vainly against 
being crushed to death by the coils of seriieuts. 
Although suffering the agonies of strangula­ 
tion, the set teeth and writhing muscles indi­ 
cate how desperately they protest and how 
disgusting they feel their punishment to be. 
Tho sons of Antenor perish at last, however, 
for Hie patriotic act of striking a spear into 
the side of the wooden horse with which the 
cunning Greeks were attem pting to gain a 
bloodies^ entrance to the city of Troy. 
With­ 
out intending it those men of the skillful chisel 
created a marble prophecy of the condition of 
the United States to-day witbiu Hie coils of 
tho railroad anacondas. 
Tile far-strrtchlng 
folds of these gigantic monopolies are fast en­ 
closing every private interest la the country. 
It is difficult if sot impossible to form aa or- 
gunitatiou to resist their raveaoos dem ands.. 
Th# moment a movement Is made looking 
toward this end men shrink away from con­ 


necting themselves with It, because of the dam­ 
age these corporations eau do to private busi­ 
ness. 
The Central Pacific Railroad, according 
to Gov. Booth, of California, makes discrimin­ 
ating rates in favor of its friends and tools 
and inimical to its enemies. 
The commercial 
marine of the nation is largely at their mercy. 
Merchants along or near the great trunk lines 
dare not disregard the orders of the railway 
magnates, however much they may Inwardly 
c u m aod revile them. 
The yoke of a con­ 
temptible servitude is upon their necks and 
the question of obedience to railroad authority 
is at once a question of existence. 
This Is 
simple enough to comprehend. 
Here is a 
man whose property is entirely contained 
within the area of a town lying on one of tho 
Vanderbilt roads, for instance. 
That road is 
his wray to market, it oan allect the price of 
his produce lo be shipped, it can affect the de­ 
sirableness of his real estate by manipulating 
its trains for that object; in a word he is bound 
hand and foot with railroad iron. 
The power 
of a great corporation is still more clearly per­ 
ceptible In this direction in case of western 
villages, cities and towns. 
Those places are 
both tho creatures of the railways and their 
vassals. 
Rales of transportation are changed 
or dejKits moved lo their disadvantage at any 
time. 
Secret orders to the employees not to 
patronize certain parties and to buy of others 
are no 'uncommon things. 
Politically what 
used to be said of New Jersey is true of larger 
elates, I. c. that it was “a branch of the Cam­ 
den and Amboy Railroad.” 
Railroad sub­ 
sidy legislation Is put through to Hic help of 
popular (?) votes from men who get their 
daily bread out of land mortgaged to railroad 
Meliorations. 
Not less than two hundred and 
twenty millions of acres of public land have 
been given away by Congress to these com­ 
panies in th* United States; and bills are now- 
ponding proposing a grant of nearly two hun­ 
dred millions more. The Southern States, which 
are so pressingly in need of multiplied railroad 
facilities now that they are rising from tile 
low level of a den I"slave system, have been 
robbed by Ilogos corporations, to which gifts 
of land and money have been made; while the 
roads themselves have never licen built. Gov. 
Booth complains that the Pacific Railway can 
defy tho state of California to collect its taxes. 
This is partially because the state is bo (led 
for the road, but In our own state of New York 
experience has shown that to collect taxes of 
the Erie or the Central has been no easy mat­ 
ter if tile officials were inclined to be pugna­ 
cious. 
Whether the compulsory cession of all 
railroad property to th* general government, 
to be operated and ow iCd by it, as we sug­ 
gested yesterday as to tile telegraphic linen, 
would he wise, may not be perfectly clear.— 
Bat as a basis for some leiml anil daring ac­ 
tion, the popular war against these selfish 
monopolies should doe|>eii and widen. 
If 
apathy and submission are to rule tho hour

Additional particulars have been received at 
the War Department from Lieut. J. N. Whee- 
lan, commanding Camp Palmer, 
Wyoming 
Territory, in regard to the Indian raid on set­ 
tlers on the Popagie on the 23d of July, and 
the murder of Mr*. Hall aud Mrs. Richards. 
Those two ladies lived near the site of the old 
Camp Brown and were outraged by tho Indian* 
first and then killed. 
After robbing the house 
of all valuablesjtbcjludiuns drove off the stock. 
They took the opportunity to make the attack 
when most of the men of the .-etlleineot were 
absent in the mountains, and they did not a t­ 
tempt to interfere with tho few men left in tho 
valley behind. 
Mr*. Richard* wa* killed out­ 
right, but Mrs. Hall lived many hour*, though 
insensible. 
Lieut. Wheelan took the trail aud 
vigorously pursued the Indian*, marching six­ 
ty-five mile* the first 
twenty-four hours. 
After another march of thirty-five mile* a 
terriltic hail storm took place, entirely obliter­ 
ating the trail. 
The Indian*, well knowing 
they would be pursued, scattered in all direc­ 
tions and the pursuit had to he abandoned. 
The Indians ware Sioux from tho vicinity of 
Fort Fetternian. 
In forwarding this letter Gen. Sheridan 
again call* attention to bi* endorsement of 
August. 8th Olathe letter of Lieut. Col. Brack­ 
ett, iu which he says, “However, if the Gov­ 
ernment will let u* punish the Indians after

Nzw Yore, August 15.—General Rosser, iii 
charge of the railroad survey of the Stanley 
Yellowstone Expedition, ba* submitted lo the 
authorities of the Northern Pacific Railroad 
Company in this city hi* official rejiort of the 
resuit* tim* far accomplished by tile Expedi­ 
tion. 
Ile finds the new and final route across 
western Dakota from the Missouri to the Yel­ 
lowstone Rivera entirely practicable aud satis­ 
factory, it beiug greatly superior to those of 
former days. 
Tho distance, two hundred aud 
five mile*, is twenty-one miles shorter than 
the survey of 1871. 
The gradients are mod­ 
erate. 
Tile average of the work per mile is 
considerable less. 
The number of impor­ 
tant bridges id reduced nearly two-thirds. 
Tile Little Missouri River, which by formersur- 
veys is crossed seven aud eleven times, is 
crossed only ouce on the line so located. 
The report state* that the maiu body of 
General .Stanley's expedition accompanied the 
scientific corp* ami most of the press corres­ 
pondents did uot accompany Hie engineers, 
who were escorted by General Custer’* de­ 
tachment, but followed the old abandoned 
route south of Heart River; hence the de­ 
scription of Hie region traversed by Hie main 
commend do not apply to the country traversed 
by the new route for the railroad. 
Tho di­ 
rector* of the company have accepted the 
new line recommended by General Rosser 
from Bismarck, tho present end of the track, 
to the Yellowstone crossing and have called 
for proposal* to grade aud bridge this section 
of two hundred und five miles.

up the left bank of tho Yellowstone to Pom­ 
pey'* Pillar, where it will join the survey 
made last year from the west and thus com­ 
plete the surveyed line across the continent.

Physicians and the mode of putting up 
their prescriptions form themes of practical 
moment to saiut and siuner alike. FortunatP 
indeed are the favored ones who act through 
- long and useful lives on Shakspeare’s injunc­ 
tion to “throw physio to the dogs.” Others 
must bo more or less oonoornad us to the effect 
of drugs, and the relative skill of their dis­ 
pensers When the day comes that physicians 
will only be licensed to practice upon actual 
examination in every known mode of treat­ 
ment, less cause will be found to charge ally 
of them with prejudiced opinions. 
In the watering resort correspondence of 
the day reference is from time to time made 11 
children’s balls, and childhood forwardness 
generally. The seed thus planted brings fruit 
in bad health, an idle, frivolous life, and a dis­ 
respect for seniority and the usual rules neces­ 
sary to life’s discipline. The fault for all this 
primarily lies with the parents, more especially 
mothers. The latter are also directly respon­ 
sible for encouraging a habit of rich dressing 
among juveniles, thus keeping the iatter to a 
great extent from natural, wholesome exercise. 
Precocity iu children wants much restraining 
in this “ fast age.” 
Now that the Sing Sing prison is not to 
located elsowhere, for this year at least, 
wouldn’t it be well, in view of the crowded 
condition of our State prisons in this era of 
much crime, to devise some practical means 
of relief from overcrowding those structures ? 
A well known magazine writer, Col. Nordhofl 
we believe, contributed to a late number of 
Scribner’s Monthly his views on this subject, 
suggesting penal banishment for terms of 
sentence to far-off Alaska, under United States 
military supervision. Instead of thus sending 
all criminals, the experiment might be tried 
with a surplus of the worst cases; by which 
means prison overcrowding could be easily 
regulated. 
Projected Improvements. 
The wondronsly wise and witty World tells 
us that “ Orville Grant, the President’s broth­ 
er, has gone into the wood-pavement business. 
If the whole family will lay their heads together 
the enterprise can be made a success.” We 
take that forGrant-cd; and now if the speech­ 
less chief editor of a certain cosmopolitan 
journal could be induced to sacrifice himself 
for the good or the city whose destitution and 
dirt he so deeply deplores, there might be a 
polished Marble sidewalk adjacent to that 
wooden pavemgnt. 
The Saint’s Host. 
Poor Richard Baxter, in spite of his dyspep­ 
sia, gave the world a detailed and graphic ac­ 
count of Heaven and the way to get there.— 
And inasmuch as he located the Promised 
Land many a league beyond this darksome 
vale of tears, he had*no trouble in looking up 
a permanent site in this world. Brigham 
Young is more materialistic. Golden harps 
and golden streets are well enough in poetry, 
while to inspire a lagging spiritual procession 
there is nothing better; but Brigham has a 
keen eye to corner lots, crops and stocks.— 
Utah answered all the conditions required by 
him as a lengthened antepost to the New Je­ 
rusalem, until clouds of heretical locusts from 
the unbelieving and monogamous states began 
to swarm around him. Railroads are too many 
and too long.

Every one ha3 either been contradicted or 
quietly abandoned. 
Mr. Colfax, politically 
speaking, is a buried man. Oakes Ames un­ 
der the sod is scarcely more so. 
We are not 
glad of this fact. We are heartily sorry for it, 
. as for every lapse from virtue or reputation by 
auy man in whom we once believed. 
Our 
fashion is to speak of them, however, with 
candor and fairness. 
We beg nobody’s per­ 
mission to condemn them and we copy 110 
“ stereotyped sneer” at them. Our sympa­ 
thies with the Christian religion a3 a political 
and social force are lull and perfect, but we 
care as little for the áfíhodox whitewash that 
covers a conservative kumbug as wo do for 
the rant that announces a new dispensation. 


necting themselves with it, because of the dam­ 
age these corporations can do to private busi­ 
ness. The Central Pacific Railroad, according 
to Gov. Booth, of California, makes discrimin­ 
ating rates in favor of its friends and tools 
and inimical to its enemies. The commercial 
marine of the nation is largely at their mercy. 
Merchants along or near the great trunk lines 
dare not disregard the orders of the railway 
magnates, however much they may Inwardly 
curse' and revile them. The yoke of a con­ 
temptible servitude Is upon their necks and 
the question of obedience to railroad authority 
Is at once a question of existence. 
This is 
simple enough to comprehend. 
Here is a 
man whose property is entirely contained 
Within the area or a town lying on one of the 
Vanderbilt roads, for instance. That road is 
his way to market, it can affect the price of 
his produce to be shipped, it can affect the de­ 
sirableness of his real estate by manipulating 
its trains for that object; in a word he is bound 
hand and foot witlr railroad iron. The power 
of a great corporation is still more clearly per­ 
ceptible in this direction in case of western 
villages, cities and towns. Those places are 
both tho creatures of the railways and their 
vassals. Rates of transportation are changed 
or depots moved to their disadvantage at any 
time. Secret orders to the employees not to 
patronize certain parties aud to buy of others 
are no uncommon things. Politically what 
used to be said of New Jersey is true of larger 
slates, i. e. that it was “a branch of the Cam­ 
den and Amboy Raitroad.” Railroad sub­ 
sidy legislation is put through to the help of 
popular (?) votes from men who get their 
daily bread out of land mortgaged to railroad 
corporations. Not less than two hundred and 
twenty millions of acres of public land have 
been given away by Congress to those com­ 
panies in tb* United States; and bill3 are now’ 
pending proposing a grant of nearly two hun­ 
dred millions more. The Southern States, which 
are so pressingly in need of multiplied railroad 
facilities now that they are rising from the 
lowr level of a dead'slave system, have been 
robbed by bogus corporations, to which gifts 
of laud and money have been made; while tho 
road3 themselves have never been built. Gov. 
Booth complains that the Pacific Railway can 
defy tho slate of California to collect its taxes. 
This is partially because the state is bonded 
for the road, but in our own state of New York 
experience has shown that to collect taxes of 
the Erie or the Central has been no easy mat­ 
ter if the officials were inclined to be pugna­ 
cious. Whether the compulsory cession of all 
railroad property to the general government, 
to be operated and owaed by it, a3 we sug­ 
gested yesterday as to the telegraphic lines, 
would be wise, may not be perfectly clear.— 
But as a basis for some le?al and daring ac­ 
tion, the popular war against these selfish 
monopolies should deepen and widen. 
If

—The New York Tribune utters a sensible 
growl against a Broadway calcium light near 
a place of amusement, alleging that it fairly 
blinds people’s eyes a block off each way front 
it, and causes much profanity 011 the part of 
many of them. 
—Probably the most general political atten­ 
tion, such little as there is, centres upon Mas­ 
sachusetts, in regard to whether it will swal­ 
low or bolt Butler. Curiosity lias doubtless 
more to do with outside interest than any 
special feeling for the old Bay State. 
—Of the three hundred inspectors on the 
New York Custom House pay roll it is affirmed 
a very large number have “ a good, soft thing 
of it;” some owning brown stone houses, and 
others keeping fast horses. Hence the con­ 
cern among them to learn who of their num­ 
ber are marked at Washington for official be­ 
heading, as commonly reported. 
—Rev. Ur. R. S. Storrs, father of tho well- 
known Brooklyn pastor cl that name, lias 
died at Braintree, Mass., at an advanced age, 
after a continued pastorate there of sixty-two 
years—the anniversary of which was observed 
one month ago. The venerable deceased took 
his charge on an original salary of $800 an­ 
nually, which he never aiter would allow to be 
increased.

—Perhaps the most noted southern summer 
resort is the While Sulphur Springs of Virgin­ 
ia.

The pres­ 
ent patrons are chiefly young married couples 
who come hero for a few days’ honeymoon; in­ 
valids for the refreshing effects of tho baths 
and water; some for the charms of danciu 
aud society, others for its delicious mountain 
air and scenery.

Prince Louis Napoleon made a speech, in the 
course of which he said: “planting myself as 
an exile near the tomb of the Emperor I rep­ 
resent his teachings, which may lie summar- 
zed in the motto, ‘Govern for the people by 
the people.” ’ The Prince was loudly cheered 
aud the meeting was most enthusiastic. 
AWARDING VIENNA PRIZES. 
London, August 15.—A Vienna correspon­ 
dent telegraphs that the prizes will lie awarded 
by the Commiisioner3 on Tuesday next. 
Nine grand diplomas of honor, the highest 
prizes given, have been awarded to Ameri­ 
cans, namely: The first to the United States 
government for the display of cotton and 
products; tho second to the Natioual Bureau 
of education; the third to the state of Massa­ 
chusetts; the fourth to the city of Boston; the 
fifth to the Smithsonian Institute, Washing­ 
ton—these four for excellence in methods and 
progress of education and schools; the 
sixth to Walter Abbot Wood of Hoosic 
Falls, N. Y., for agricultural machinery, 
the seventh to Wm. Sellers & Co., Philadelphia, 
for progress in iron manufactures; the eighth 
to Samuel S. White for dentistry; the ninth to 
George Il.Corlies, of New York, for machinery. 
No diplomas have been awarded to sowing 
machines as Ibero is too much competition,but 
all will have medals of merit and progress 
awarded them. 
In the machinery department, where Amer­ 
icans make the most display, medals will be 
given to some fifty exhibitors, averaging about 
one in three. The discussion of the merits of 
articles continues aud tho decision as 10 
awards will be concluded on Monday. 
TIIE NATIONAL CAPITAL. 
.VIorc Indian Difficulties. 
W ashington, August 15.—A letter from Fort 
Concho, Texas, July 30th,,reports a band of 
thirty Indians from Fort Stanton; New Mexico, 
reservation with passes to hunt 011 the staked 
pluius forly days, embraced U10 opportunity to 
steal 143 horses and 14 mules and killed a 
herder at Pecos River, causing 9.000 head of 
cattle to bo turned loose. 
Additional particulars have been received at 
the War Department from Lieut. J. N. Whec- 
Inn, commanding Camp Palmer, Wyoming 
Territory, in regard to the Indian raid on set­ 
tlers 011 the Popagie on the 23d of July, and 
the murder of Mrs. Hall and Mrs. Richards. 
These two ladies lived near the site of the old 
Camp Browu and were outraged by tho Indians 
first and then killed. After robbing the house 
of all valuablesjthelliidians drove off the stock. 
They took the opportunity to make the attack 
when most of the men of the settlement were 
absent in the mountains, and they did not at­ 
tempt to interfere with tho few men left in the 
valley behind. Mrs. Richards was killed out­ 
right, but Mrs. Hall lived many bours, thongh 
insensible. Lieut. Wheelan took the trail and 
vigorously pursued the Indians, marching six­ 
ty-five miles the first twenty-four hours. 
After another march of thirty-five miles a 
terriflic hail storm took place, entirely obliter­ 
ating the trail. The Indians, well knowing 
they would be pursued, scattered in all direc­ 
tions and the pursuit had to be abandoned. 
The Indians ware Sioux from the vicinity of 
Fort Fetterman. 
Iu forwarding this letter Gen. Sheridan 
again calls attention to his endorsement of 
August. 8th on’tlie letter of Lieut. Col. Brack­ 
ett, in which he says, “However, if the Gov­ 
ernment will let us punish the Indians after 
they reacii home with tho troops stationed at 
Fetterman and Larainine I think we can do it 
by taking advantage of some favorable op­ 
portunity,” 
THE RUMORED NEW YORK CUSTOM HOUSE 
FRaUDS. 
The Treasury Department recently sent to 
New York Mr. Vanderbilt of that department 
to examine into the report of a couple of 
cases of alleged fraud in importing in 1867. 
The names of several Custom House officers 
now in office having been mentioned in that 
connection the chief object of his visit was to 
ascertain whether they were implicated iu the 
fraud or improper transactions. Mr. Vander­ 
bilt returned to Washington to-day and re­ 
ports to the Secretary that there was nothing 
whatever to implicate these officers ¡11 wrong­ 
doing. This was the only matter which oc­ 
cupied his attention while iu New York. His 
visit bad 110 connection what.ver with the 
removal of anybody, nor had any orders been 
previously issued for the purpose or for exam­ 
ining into the conduct of the officers and em­ 
ployees connected with any branch of the 
Custom nouse.

Iu order to 
prevenftbe attendance of the girl and her 
father as witnesses, Dobbs employed two ruf­ 
fians, Liglitfoot and Winfield, to blow up Bar­ 
nard’s house. Winfield betrayed the others in 
time to prevent the execution of the scheme, 
which was to have taken place on Wednesday 
night. Dobbs and Liglitfoot wero arrested, 
and in the latter’s possession was a quantity 
of powder and fuse.

A Puzzllug Legal Question Decided. 
New York, August 15.—The following 
question was raised in the Supreme Court to­ 
day on a writ of habeas corpus: John Fogar­ 
ty was sentenced at General Sessions in Sep­ 
tember, 1871, to eighteen months in the pen­ 
itentiary for felony. He escaped in November, 
leaving fifteen months unexpircd. Long after 
the period for which lie was committed had 
elapsed he was returned to prison 011 a three 
months’ sentence for a misdemeanor. The 
second sentence has been served, but the war­ 
den holds Fogarty as an escaped convict.— 
Counsel submitted that the warden could not 
hold a man on his own allegation; that such 
power would be dangerous and that a compe­ 
tent court should decide whether the prisoner 
was an escaped convict.

REPORTED ARREST OF THE MURDERED MAN’S 
WIFE. 
New Y ork, August 15.—One of the women 
arrested in Brooklyn last night is Mrs. Wes­ 
ton, wife of the one-urmcd mat) found horribly 
murdered a week ago near Albany, and iu her 
possession was found a seven-barreled revol­ 
ver, emptied. One of the other women was 
the wife of Emil Lowenstein and another re­ 
volver was found on her premises with five 
barreU empty. Another woman, unknown, 
was also arrested. They were all found in 
Weston’s house on Palmetto street, Brooklyn, 
in one-half of which Lowenstein and wife lived, 
Weston oceupyiug the other part. Westou, 
the murdered man, was a one-armed soldier 
and sold prize packages for a living aud the 
day he left Brooklyn drew a considerable sum 
o? money from the bank. It is believed "Wes­ 
ton's wife assisted Emil Lowenstein in mur­ 
dering her husband; that the wife of Lowen­ 
stein witnessed the murder and the other 
woman was cognizant of the affair. They 
were all taken to Albany to-night. 
THE NORTHERN PACIFIC RAIL­ 
ROAD. 
Report on llie Yellowstone Route 
New York, August 15.—General Rosser, in 
charge of the railroad survey of the Stanley 
Yellowstone Expedition, has submitted to the 
authorities of the Northern Pacific Railroad 
Company in this city his official report of the 
results thus far accomplished by the Expedí 
lion. He finds the new and final route across 
western Dakota from the Missouri to tho Yel 
lowstone Rivers entirely practicable aud satis­ 
factory, it being greatly superior to those of 
former days. The distance, two hundred aud 
five miles, is twenty-one miles shorter than 
the survey of 1871. The gradients arc mod­ 
erate. The average of the work per mile is 
considerable less. Tho number of impor­ 
tant bridges is reduced nearly two-thirds. 
The Little Missouri River, which by formersur- 
veys is crossed seven and eleven times, is 
crossed only ouce on the line so located. 
The report states that the main body of 
General Stanley’s expedition accompanied the 
scientific corps aud most of the press corres 
pondents did not accompany tho engineers, 
who were escorted by General Custer’s de 
tachment, but followed the old abandoned 
route south of Heart River; hence the de­ 
scription of the region traversed by (he main 
commend do uot apply to the country traversed 
by tho now route for the railroad. The di­ 
rectors of the company Jhave accepted the 
new line recommended by General Rosser 
from Bismarck, tho present end of the track, 
to the Yellowstone crossing and have called 
for proposals to grado and bridge this section 
of two bundred and five njiles. The expedi­ 
tion is now prosecuting the survey westward 
up the left bank of the Yellowstone to Pom- 
pey’s Pillar, where it will join the survey 
made last year from the west and thus com­ 
plete the surveyed line across the continent. 
The entire command expected to return to 
Fort Rice about October first.

the little son of Hiram Holmes. ^ But what ap­ 
pears to be a statement of Mr. Eitinge ii\ this 
morning’s Freeman requires a w ord from mo. 
Mr. Eitinge says that “ Dr. Loughran, the 
attending physician, remarked both before 
and after the dose was administered that tho 
child could not recover.” This statehient is 
simply false. 
On the contrary, I staiKl to the 
mother on my visit to the child the ovenin 
preceding its death, that the acute symptoms 
of its diseaso (eholcra infantum) having abat­ 
ed, I had bope3 of its recovery; that could it 
get tho necessary rest hud sleep (it not hav- 
iug had either for the past forty-eight hours) 
during the night, 1 should expect to find it 
belter in the morning, and she was the only 
one I spoke to in regard to it. 
in th* morn­ 
ing after its death I visited the drug atore of 
Eitinge & Porrino aud saw Mr. Perriue, and 
after investigating what I wished in regard to 
the preparation of the prescription, and givin: 
him my opinion in regard to tho child’s death 
I remarked that possibly it might have died 
had no mistake been made. 
This opinion 
had also given to its father aud mother, wish­ 
ing of course to assuage their feelings as far 
as possible. 
Aud this is the only basis that 
Mr. E. has for stating that I had said that 
the child “ could not recover.” If Mr. E. will 
take the trouble to recollect he had further 
aud more positive evidence tlial what lie 
states was false. 
On a personal interview 
with him yesterday morning he received my 
opinion most emphatically as to the cause of 
the child's death, aud if not yet satisfied a 
second call may convince him. 
In reference 
to his explanation as to how the prescription 
was made up, he admits that he not only made 
a mistake in its ingredients but also as'to the 
amount, not seeming to think that this was 
more reprehensible than tho other, for it must 
have been done with knowledge; the prescrip­ 
tion being before him, lie could or should not 
make a mistake. 
The fact is that the change 
was made purposely and the remark made to 
a person standing by that one-half the amount 
of this article was about eqnivalant to the 
whole of the one proscribed, or words to that 
•fleet. 
He also states that he substituted the 
“ diluted tincture of camphor for the pure 
tincture.” Of what this “ diluted tincture” is 
composed lie may have a special kuowledge. 
I confess to ignorance. 
If it is the “ pure” 
diluted with water, then he confesses to ignor­ 
ance of the common effect of water on camphor 
dissolved in alcohol, as the “ pure tincture” is 
the water «eparatiug tho alcohol and camphor 
uniting with the former, leav ing the camphor 
Boating on top, which is no tincture of cam­ 
phor at all and of course should not be put 
up as such. 
If he means that there wa« le»s 
camphor in the “ diluted” than in the “ pure" 
he still ha» present the same amount of alco­ 
hol as in the “ pure,” which in a child of that 
age, given in that dose kill» as quickly and 
as surely as though it was mixed with tho 
camphor. 
But the evidence in the article 
itself put up by Eitinge is too clear to admit 
of a doubt that the material given was “ pure” 
tincture of camphor and that in the full 
amount prescribed for the “ aqua camphor,” 
viz., i drachms, of which, if there is any 
doubt, let such person call at my office, ex­ 
amine it for himself and judge accordingly, 
lie also slate» that one and one-half ounce' of 
water (the amount prescribed) was put with 
the other ingredient*. 
I should like to ask 
how he kuoiv» this to be the fact. 
He ceriain- 
ly did not pul it iu, as he should have done, 
but left it to the father of the child to put 
in when lie got home, at the same rime know­ 
ing that Mr. H. could necessarily have had no 
“ distilled water,” the article prescribed, and 
also recklessly leaviug the amount to he put 
in by saying “ fill the vial,” which Mr. Ü. did. 
Now when you couplo this with the fact that 
the capacity of tho vial given Mr. H. was onc- 
third greater thau the amount 
prescribed 
you throw a responsibility upon the shoulders 
of Mr. Eitinge that few druggist» In the prep- 
• ration of prescription» would be willing to 
take. 
1 
do not wish to judge' harshly of 
Mr. E .; he is young in the business, and 
may not have been properly prepared for his 
responsible duties: but of this 1 do judge— 
that his “ statement," *s it is called, is simply 
a silly eflort to shift responsibility iu this case 
from hi» own shoulder» to tbo»« of another, 
and mine evidently being the ones aimed at I 
most decidedly object, considering the ofiort 
as contemptible, as the evideneo of his connec­ 
tion with the prescription is that of ig n o ra n ce, 
stupidity and a willful neglect of duly.
